The  infant  mortality  rate  is  less  than  that  of  England  and 
Wales.  The  relatively  high  figures  for  stillbirth  and  perinatal 
mortality  rentes  are  simply  due  to  the  low  numbers  involved  and 
are  not  significant. 


CAUSES  OP  DEATH  DURING  I964 

The  figures  given  on  pages  4  and  5  are  taken  from  the 
Registrar  General’s  Annual  Report. 

Malignant  disease,  including  lung  cancer,  has  not  played 
a  prominent  part  in  causing  death.  On  the  other  hand,  cardio¬ 
vascular  disease  has.  This  is  to  be  expected  in  a  community  who 
are  protected  and  successfully  treated  against  formerly  fatal 
diseases  and  thus  have  a  longer  survival  rate.  Among  other  major 
causes  of  death,  chronic  bronchitis,  especially  among  males,  is  to 
the  fore.  Accidents  have  not  contributed  to  many  deaths. 

In  terms  of  percentages,  diseases  of  the  circulation, 
including  he ant  and  brain,  caused  50.7 %  of  the  total  deaths. 
Cancer,  including  leukaemia,  accounted  for  17.74*  Respiratoiy 
ailments,  including  bronchitis,  made  up  21.14,  while  bronchitis 
alone  caused  7*44  °f  the  deaths.  Excepting  bronchitis,  where 
more  than  twice  as  many  males  were  affected,  the  numbers  of  male 
and  female  deaths  in  those  groups  were  approximately  equal. 

Males  have  died  off  in  greater  numbers  than  females  between 
55  and  74  years  of  age,  and  hence  there  is  a  greater  number  of 
female  deaths  from  75  years  onwards.

Although  the  population  in  the  area 
continued  to  increase  during  1964,  the  staffs 
of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Departments  have 
kept  pace  with  the  increase  of  work  and  abreast 
of  any  new  legislation  which  came  into  force. 

This  particularly  would  refer  to  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963. 

It  is,  however,  very  noticeable  that  due  to 
the  growth  of  work  in  the  Housing  Department  it 
is  necessary  that  the  staff  of  this  Department 
should  be  increased. 

I  should  like  to  place  on  record  my 
appreciation  of  the  help  and  assistance  of  both 
the  staffs  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing 
Departments,  and  also  the  Chief  Officers  and 
other  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Council  during 
the  year.

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SECTION  ONE: 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  District  as  a  whole  is  provided  with  a  public 
mains  supply  by  the  Swindon  'water  Undertaking  drawing  on 
various  sources  of  supply  as  will  be  seen  from  the  Table. 

These  supplies  are  adequate  and  have  no  plumbo- 
solvency  action,  and  are  chlorinated. 

In  the  Parish  of  Wanborough  the  Hamlet  of  Foxhill 
/is  supplied  by  a  private  mains  supply  to  44  households. 
Chlorination  was  installed  during  the  year ,  the  cost  °f 
installation  being  shared  by  the  2  private  owners  anc. 
the  Local  Authority. 

Sample  results  have  been  very  satisfactory  since 
this  work  was  completed. 

In  the  case  of  one  individual  well  supply  to  a 
public  house  where  it  is  not  yet  possible  to  obtain  a 
mains  supply,  a  chlorination  plant  was  installed  wit 
some  mino?  difficulties  in  the  early  stages,  the  supply 
is  now  giving  very  satisfactory  results  on  examination 

Where  adverse  results  are  received  on  an  individual 
supply,  and  there  is  no  possibility  of  a  mams  supply 
or^of^ ins tailing  chlorination  plant,  then  occupiers 
are  warned  by  letter  that  all  water  used  for  diatetic 
purposes  must  be  boileo. 

Following  an  unsatisfactory  result  of  a  sample 
taken  from  the  public  nains  the  Swmcon  Water  Undertaking 
were  requested  to  flush  the  length  of  main  involved.  It 
a-oneirec1  that  pollution  took  place  due  to  extension  of 
the  Existing  main  for  new  housing  development  Follow-up 
sampleF  following  flushing  proved  to  be  excellent  but  it 
pinpoints  the  fact  that  every  care  must  oe  exercised 
when  existing  mains  are  extended. 

The  chemical  analyses  results  on  AAhiFwaters 
pages  give  the  fluoride  content  of  each  of  the  waters 

analysed.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD,  FOOD  PREPARING 
PREMISES  AND  FOOD  SHOPS  : 

LICENSED  PRERISES : 

65  inspections  v/ere  made  of  the  62  licensed 
premises  in  the  area  and  every  co-operation  was 
received  from  the  breweries,  tenants  and  managers. 

The  high  standard  of  hygiene  continues  in  the 
majority  of  the  premises,  several  of  which  have 
been  renovated  in  the  past  twelve  months. 

FOOD  SHOPS  -  GENERAL 

All  the  food  shops  in  the  district  were 
inspected  during  the  year,  many  of  these  now  come 
within  the  scope  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act  1963  and  the  management  have  been 
informed  of  their  additional  responsibilities  under 
the  Act.  There  is  a  full  report  on  the  administration 
of  this  new  legislation  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

coiAUNal  catering  premises 


Two  new  school  kitchens  were  completed  during 
the  year  bringing  the  total  number  of  catering 
establishments  (factory  canteens,  school  kitchens, 
restaurants,  cafes  etc.)  to  32. 

Some  first  class  catering  facilities  exist 
in  the  modern  factories  and  schools  and  even  in 
the  smaller  kitchens  of  hotels  and  cafes  conditions 
generally  were  found  to  be  good. 

All  premises  were  subject  to  periodic  visits 
throughout  the  year. 

No  serious  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  were  encountered.

BAKEHOUSES 


Very  little  change  has  taken  place  in  the 
condition  of  the  bakehouses  in  the  district  during 
the  year . 

As  reported  last  year,  with  the  exception  of 
one  relatively  large  confectionery  manufacturing 
establishment  which  continued  to  maintain  a  commendaoly 
high  standard  of  hygiene,  the  remaining  nine  are  small 
old  e stablished  businesses. 

Limited  efforts  of  improvement  were  effected, 
at  two  premises,  but  in  general  it  was  found  possible 
to  secure  little  more  than  the  minimum  standards 
required  by  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 
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LIQUID  uGG  ( PxiSTEURISATIQN)  REGULATIONS  1963 


There  are  no  egg  pasteurisation  plants  in  the 
district . 

All  the  bakeries  and  canteens  likely  to  use 
pasteurised  egg  were  notified  of  the  Regulations. 
It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  samples. 


ABERDEEJ  TYPHOID  FEVER  OUTBREAK 

This  outbreak  had  repercussions  in  two 
different  ways  as  far  as  the  Department  was 
concerned 

1)  it  involved  the  Department  in  two  complete 
checks  and  visits  to  each  of  the  124  food 
premises  in  the  district  following 
correspondence  from  the  Ministry  of  Health 
with  information  that  corned  beef  and  tongue 
from  certain  establishments  in  South  ximerica 
were  possibly  implicated  in  the  outbreak 

2)  the  general  public  became  very  conscious 
around  this  time  of  any  abnormality  in 
foodstuffs . 

^As  a  result  of  spate  of  complaints  were 
notified  to  the  Department  and  all,  of  course, 
thoroughly  investigated. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT  1955

Full  details  of  each  case  were  prepared  and 
presented  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  with  the 
result  that  in  Dos .  1  and  2  Court  proceedings  were 
instituted,  the  defendants  pleaded  Guilty,  fines 
were  imposed,  and  costs  awarded  to  the  Council. 

In  the  other  6  it  was  decided  that  strong 
warnings  were  sufficient  to  meet  these  cases.

Grades  I  and  II  are  satisfactory  and  those 
shops  which  sold  the  ice-cream  giving  the  poor 
results  of  Grades  III  and  IV  were  visited  and 
advised  on  the  handling  of  the  ice-cream,  which 
was  stored  with  pre-packed  frozen  foods. 


This  practice  necessitates  excessive  handling 
of  the  product,  and  reduces  its  keeping  quality. 

Once  this  practice  ceased  further  samples  were  taken 
and  these  fell  within  Grades  I  and  II. 
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SECTION  THREE: 


MILK  SUPPLIES  :  MILK  AND  DAIRIES  REGUIATI QNS  1959 
MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION)  REGULATIONS  1963 

The  routine  inspection  of  dairies  and  milk 
distributors  was  continued  throughout  the  year, 
resulting  in  145  inspections  being  made.  The  standards 
maintained  in  these  premises  was  high  and  no  action 
needed  to  be  taken  under  the  above  Regulations.  From 
the  31st  December  1964  the  provisions  of  the  I. ilk 
(Special)  Designation  Regulations  1963,  relating  to 
milk  produced  and  retailed  directly  from  the  farm, 
altered  the  designation  of  this  milk  from  "Tuberculin 
Tested  Milk"  to  "Untreated  Milk" .  This  had  no  affect 
on  routine  sampling. 

Under  the  powers  delegated  by  the  iVilts  County 
Council  to  the  District  Council,  the  sampling  of  all 
designations  of  milk  was  continued  throughout  the  year . 
All  failures  were  followed  up  by  repeat  samples  as  soon 
as  possible  until  satisfactory  results  were^obtained. 
Several  samples  which  failed  the  methylene  Blue  Test 
were  from  milk  obtained  from  a  pasteurising  plant  in 
Oxfordshire.  This  dairy  was  subjected  to  a  very  close 
inspection  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Fisheries  and 
Food  and  it  was  not  until  Autumn  that  any  appreciable 
improvement  was  noticed. 

As  a  result  of  routine  sampling  two  separate  herds 
were  found  to  be  producing  milk  containing  Brucella 
Abortus  organisms  which  can  give  rise  to  undulant  fever 
in  man.  This  milk  was  diverted  for  heat  treatment  until 
the  infected  cows  were  isolated,  the  milk  from  these 
infected  cows  is  still  being  diverted.  However,  there 
is  nothing  to  stop  the  sale  of  an  infected  cow  and  it 
finding  its  way  into  any  other  milking  herd  and  from 
this  point  of  vi ew  it  is  felt  that  some  official  action 
should  be  taken  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  any  such  action  is  not 
very  long  delayed. 

Routine  bottle  rinses  have  been  taken  throughout 
the  year  to  check  the  one  licensed  distributor  in  the 
district  selling  untreated  milk,  5  samples  being  taken 
and  all  were  satisfactory.

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SECTION  FOUR: 


1.EAT  INSPECTION 


General 

The  administration  of  the  heat  Inspection 
Regulations  introduced  at  the  latter  end  of  1963 
has  continued  relatively  uneventfully  throughout 
the  year . 


With  a  fully  qualified  staff  and  one  inspector 
engaged  permanently  on  meat  inspection,  no  difficulty 
was  experienced  in  maintaining  100 '/o  meat  inspection. 


The  only  problem  which  exists  affects  the  trade 
rather  than  this  Department,  and  is  the  practicability 
of  giving  the  required  notice  of  intention  to  slaughter. 
Constant  infringements  of  the  Regulations  requiring 
24  hour's  notice  occurred  through  circumstances  which 
could  resonably  be  accepted  as  outside  the  control 
of  the  slaughterhouse  occupier.  It  has  therefore 
been  considered  desirable  to  relax  the  requirements 
of  this  particular  Regulation. 


BACON  FACTORY,  cTRATTON  OT .  i  AFGARET 

Production  increased  steadily  throughout  the 
year,  and  the  total  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  was 
35,957,  a  figure  almost  double  that  of  the  previous 
year,  and  the  highest  annual  total  in  the  history 
of  the  factory. 

Problems  arose,  principally  due  to  insufficient 
lair age  for  the  increased  number  of  animals  arriving 
for  slaughter  and  lack  of  accommodation  for  the 
handling,  processing  and  storage  of  carcases.  For 
a  period,  routine  maintenance  became  neglected  and 
there  was  a  general  decline  in  the  standard  of 
hygiene  due  to  pressure  of  work.  The  management 
were  called  upon  to  carry  out  considerable  works 
of  repair  and  improvement,  and  these  are  still  in 
progress . 

As  regards  meat  inspection,  percentage  figures 
for  the  incidence  of  disease  are  comparable  to 
the  previous  year. 


ABATTOIR ,  STRATTON  ST.  iiARGiiRET 

This  slaughterhouse  continues  to  operate  with 
very  little  change  from  year  to  year. 

The  trade  is  principally  the  production  of 
cow  meat  for  manufacturing  purposes,  and  a  special 
service  f  or  the  reception  and  slaughter  of 
casualty  animals.

In  the  district,  at  the  present  time,  there  are 
115  premises  which  come  within  the  scope  of  this  Act 
and  of  these  110  have  been  inspected  in  the  period 
under  review.  The  five  outstanding  premises  will  be 
inspected  in  the  near  future. 

Inspection  of  premises  commenced  in  October, 
and  up  to  this  time  the  Council  had  received  SI 
registration  forms  (0.0 .R.  1),  28  of  these  were 
forwarded  to  the  Factory  Inspectorate  as  the  premises 
concerned  fell  within  their  jurisdiction.  The  premises 
to  which  the  remaining  63  forms  related  were  inspected, 
and,  as  it  was  obvious  that  many  employers  in  the 
various  types  of  premises  covered  by  the  Act  had  not 
registered,  a  visit  was  made  to  all  the  premises  in  the 
district  to  which  the  Act  could  possibly  apply.  As 
a  result  of  these  visits  a  further  48  premises  were 
found  to  be  within  the  scope  of  the  Act,  the  employers 
were  informed  of  this  and  they  duly  registered.  The 
reasons  given  for  not  registering  were  either  - 

1)  the  employer  knew  nothing  about  the  Act 

or 

2)  the  employees  we re  part  time  workers  and  the 
employer  was  under  the  impression  that  provided 
no  one  individual  worked  more  than  21  hours  he 
need  not  register. 

The  majority  of  employers  spoken  to  welcomed  the 
Act  and  the  protection  it  gave  to  office  and  shop 
workers,  even  though  it  was  long  overdue,  very  few 
were  of  the  opinion  that  it  was  just  another  piece  of 
officialdom. 

In  general  the  premises  which  have  been  inspected 
have  been  well  up  to  the  standards  laid  down  under  the 
Act,  the  majority  of  deficiencies  were  absence  of  or 
inadequate  first  aid  equipment  and  the  absence  of  a 
thermometer .  Only  four  of  the  premises  inspected  had 
major  defects,  and  one  of  these  has  no w  been  altered 
in  order  to  comply  with  the  Act. 

The  remaining  three  premises  consisted  of  two 
offices  without  suitable  sanitary  accommodation  and 
also  in  need  of  redecoration,  and  a  lock  up  barbers 
shop  without  any  sanitary  accommodation. 

Letters  have  been  sent  to  all  owners  or  occupiers 
as  the  case  may  be  concerning  the  deficiencies  in 
their  premises  and  they  will  be  re-visited  in  186  5. 
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In  all  the  food  shops  visited  the  influence 
of  the  supermarkets  could  be  seen.  The  goods  were 
v/ell  displayed  and  the  general  standard  of  hygiene 
was  high.  It  would  appear  that  the  strong 
competition  to  the  small  grocers  shops  in  the 
district  from  the  large  supermarkets  in  the  adjoining 
Borough  has  played  a  large  part  in  making  the  small 
shopkeepers  aware  that, in  order  to  survive, they 
must  modernise  their  premises  and  make  them 
attractive  to  customers,  and  this  in  turn  has 
ensured  that  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness  is 
maintained. 

Most  other  types  of  shop  visited  were  also 
using  modern  display  techniques,  and  were  generally 
clean  and  tidy. 

The  offices  were  by  far  the  worst  type  of 
premises,  several  requiring  cleaning,  redecoration 
and  minor  repairs  and  also  the  two  mentioned  earlier 
in  the  report  without  suitable  sanitary  accommodation. 

It  would  now  seem  that,  with  the  advent  of 
this  Act,  factory  sanitary  accommodation  should  be 
placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Factory 
inspectorate,  as  is  now  the  case  with  offices  and 
office  sanitary  accommodation  in  factories.  This 
would  remove  the  present  duplication  of  visits,  and 
would  clarify  the  position  for  occupiers  and  employers 
in  factories,  as  to  the  relevant  authority  for 
their  premises .

PUBLIC  HEALTH  GENERAL 


1 .  SE XuRAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

From  information  supplied  by  the  Eng ineer 
and  Surveyor  : - 

Very  little  sev/erage  works  were  carried 
out  during  1964  although  a  number  of  schemes 
were  initiated  or  received  detail  design 
during  the  year. 

Schemes  were  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the 
year  for  additional  sewers  and  enlargement  of 
the  sewage  works  at  Blunsdon  St. Andrew  and 
Chiseldon,  and  for  new  sewerage  schemes  and 
treatments  works  at  Ingle sham  and  Wanborough, 
the  latter  having  construction  commenced 
during  the  first  half  of  1965,  and  provision 
is  also  made  in  the  design  for  the  sewerage 
of  Lidding ton.  Little  Hinton  and  Badbury 
(Chiseldon)  . 

The  modernisation  and  enlargement 
of  Wrought  on  Sev/age  Dorks  was  completed  during 
1964,  and  an  excellent  effluent  is  being 
produced. 

Considerable  lengths  of  sewers  have 
been  laid  by  private  developers  under  the 
supervision  of  my  staff,  and  the  total  length 
of  public  sewers  in  the  district  exceeded 
fifty-tv/o  miles  at  December  1964. 
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COfokON  LODGING  HOUSES 


There  are  no  registered  common  lodging  houses 
in  the  Council's  area. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

iiarshgate  Works,  Stratton  Road,  Stratton 

Throughput  continues  to  increase  at  this  large 
animal  by-products  processing  plant,  and  with  it  the 
efficiency  of  the  methods  employed.  As  a  result  I 
am  once  again  pleased  to  report  that  there  has  been 
no  complaint  of  serious  nuisance  from  the  plant 
during  the  year.  Altogether  an  essential  and  very 
efficient  service  and  business. 

Gut  Scraping  Premises,  off  Swindon  Road,  Wrought on 

Small  output  during  the  year.  No  nuisance 
observed.  The  premises  arej isolated  and  far  from 
any  residential  development. 

DISEASES  OF  ANIAALS  (MASTS  FOQP^ )  ORDER  1957 

Inspections  were  made  for  the  purposes  of  the 
above  Order  at  all  premises  where  the  boiling  of 
swill  for  livestock  is  undertaken.  Seven  licensed 
plants  were  in  operation  during  the  year,  all  being 
pig  keepers  in  a  comparatively  small  way.  Mo 
contraventions  of  the  Order  were  found. 

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  1960 

During  the  year  on  several  sites  the  number  of 
caravans  for  which  the  sites  were  previously  licensed 
were  increased.  One  increased  from  5  to  9  caravans, 
another  from  16  to  33  caravans,  and  another  from 
10  to  29  caravans. 

Planning  Permission  for  a  limited  period  of 
ten  years  was  given  for  a  multiple  site  of  54  caravans 
at  Haydon  Wick.  The  owner  of  the  land  concerned 
appealed  against  the  temporary  permission,  but  on 
appeal  this  was  refused  by  the  minister.  An 
application  for  a  site  licence  was  received  from  the 
owner  for  the  limited  period,  and  this  is  under 
consideration. 

The  high  standard  set  previously  throughout 
the  district  continued  during  the  year. 

The  one  site  in  the  area  where  there  is  a 
Discontinuance  Order  in  force  was  running  down 
during  the  year,  and  only  two  caravans  remained 
occupied.  It  is  hoped  that  these  will  be 
vacated  by  the  end  of  the  year . 
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SECTION  SEVEN: 


REFUoE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


A  weekly  kerbside  collection  continued  during 
the  year,  and  no  major  difficulties  were  encountered 
in  maintaining  the  service.  With  the  number  of 
premises  ever  increasing  the  Council  were  recommended 
to  purchase  a  50  cuoic  yard  Shelvoke  3c  Drewry 
Pakamatic  collection  vehicle  as  a  replacement  for  one 
of  the  Dennis  side  loading  vehicles.  This  new 
vehicle  came  into  operation  in  December  1964,  and 
although  it  had  only  been  operating  for  a  short 
period  of  time  up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  it  was 
working  very  satisfactorily.  Having  acquired  this 
vehicle  it  will  now  be  necessary  to  carry  out  a 
re-organisation  of  the  collection  round.  This  it 
is  intended  to  do  early  in  1965. 

The  other  Dennis  12  cubic  yard  side  loading 
vehicle  has  now  passed  the  stage  where  it  is  economical 
to  run,  and  the  Health  Committee  will  be  recommended 
to  purchase  a  3  cubic  yard  side  loader  in  replacement. 
This  i  feel  could  be  used  to  great  advantage  for 
collection  from  litter  bins  throughout  the  district; 
litter  sacks  from  County  Council  laybys;  trade  refuse 
collection  from  shops  and  factory  canteens;  and  of 
course  domestic  collection  from  some  of  the  more 
awkward  narrow  accesses  in  the  rural  parts  of  the 
area . 


It  would  also  appear  that  an  increasing  number 
of  householders  would  f  avour  a  back  door  collection 
even  though  this  would  incur  a  fairly  heavy  extra 
expenditure  to  be  met  from  rates.  It  is  intended 
to  go  further  into  the  implications  of  this  having- 
regard  to  the  extra  cost;  the  availability  of  man¬ 
power  in  a  district  where  there  is  almost  full

Refuse  Disposal 


This  very  vexed  subject  of  sites  for  refuse 
disposal  purposes  has  been  much  to  the  fore 
during  the  year . 


As  stated  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1963  the 
area  of  land  available  on  the  existing  refuse 
disposal  site  at  North  Wroughton  was  being  quickly 
swallowed  up. 

No  progress  was  made  in  the  acquisition  of 
a  new  site ,  "a  1 though  approximately  fifteen 
possible  sites  were  explored.  All  sorts  of 
difficulties,  both  real  and  imaginary,  confront 
the  Local  Authority's  Officers  when  any  proposed 
site  is  moted.  It  seems  impossible  to  convince 
the  planners;  the  Local  Parishioners;  the 
owners  of  land;  and  the  water  undertakers,  that 
it  is  an  absolute  necessity  to  dispose  of  the  waste 
products  of  10,000  households  each  week,  and  that 
it  is  necessary  to  have  a  site  for  this  disposal. 

The  problem  still  remains  despite  the  fact 
that  the  Local  Authority  has  agreed  in  principle 
to  the  installation  of  a  pulverisation  plant,  if 
and  when  a  site  becomes  available. 

It  was  rather  surprising  to  learn  that 
the  ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
had  set  up  a  Working  Party  to  investigate  the 
'Problems  of  Refuse  Collection'  when  it  is  well 
known  that  there  is  no  real  problem,  attached  to 
refuse  collection  but  a  very  real  one  to  refuse 
disposal . 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  terms  of 
reference  of  this  Working  Party  will  be  extended 
before  it  completes  its  work,  to  include  the 
disposal  service.

As  before  the  routine  surveying  of 
the  Council's  Refuse  Tip  and  Sewage  Works, 
with  immediate  treatment  of  any  infestation., 
prevented  any  large  infestations  of  rodents 
from  occuring. 

The  treatment  of  sewers  in  the  District 
was  continued  during  the  year  and  only  small 
infestations  were  encountered. 

The  following  pest  infestations  were

Wasps  ....  22

A  complaint  was  received  during  the  year 
regarding  a  large  infestation  of  flies. 

On  inspection  the  infestation  was  found 
to  be  very  bad  and  attempts  were  made  to  find 
the  source  of  the  infestation. 

The  infestat  ion  was  thought  to  be  coming 
from  a  nearby  poultry  farm,  but  this  was  not 
badly  infested  when  visited. 

Eventually  the  infestation  was  put  down 
to  the  proximity  of  the  poultry  farm  and  great 
abundance  of  trees  and  bushes  in  the  immediate 
ne ighbourhood . 

After  continuous  treatment  for  several 
weeks  at  both  the  house  of  the  complainant 
and  the  poultry  farm,  the  infestation  died 
down .
